per cent surge in construction 
of condominiums, townhouses 
and other multifamily dwellings 
in Ju ly has pushed housing 
starts to their highest level in a 
year, government and industry 
officials say. 
Housing Secretary Carla Hills 
said 
the 
figures 
reported 
Monday 
were 
“encouraging, 
particularly 
with 
regard 
to 
multifam ily starts This trend 
seem s to indicate a continued 
recovery 
for 
the 
housing 
industry.” 
Construction of 
condomini­ 
ums, townhouses and a p a rt­ 
m ent buildings jum ped from an 
adjusted annual rate of 209,000 
units in June — the worst in 29 
years — to 311,000 units in July. 
Despite improvement from an 
extrem ely poor base, the rise 
was 
indicative 
of 
a 
trend 
developing among home build­ 
ers to m eet public dem and for 
moderate-cost housing after the 
price of the average new home 
swelled to $40,600 this year. 
“The whole industry is trying 
to 
get 
back 
to 
basics 
by 
reducing the size of the house 
and lot,” said vice ,,-esident 
Stanley Baitz of the National 
Association of Home Builders. 
The best answer so far has 
been 
the 
townhouse, 
which 
provides a feeling of single­ 
family ownership while holding 
down costs through common 


structural 
walls 
and 
green 
space, said Baitz. 
1 While builders of condomini­ 
ums and townhouses vaulted 
from historic lows, construction 
of 
the 
classic 
single-family 
home gained by only 5 per cent, 
to 927,000 units, in July. 
The num ber of all types of 
hom es under construction in 
July was estim ated at 1.238 
million, an increase of 13.7 per 
cent from an upward revised 
June rate of I 088 million. It 
was the highest level since July 
1974, when new units under 
construction totaled 1.314 m il­ 


lion, the Com m erce Depart- 
ment said. 


Despite the gains, new heme 
construction in the first seven 
months of 1975 averaged an

Americans Move Often, 
But Many Not Very Far 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A m eri­ 
cans do a lot of moving but, as 
aj rule, they don’t move very 
fir. 
(The Conference Board said 
about 72 million Americans — 
37 per cent of the nation’s 
population — moved at least 
once between 1970 and 1974. 
But in its study on moving 
trends in the United States, the 
private research organization 
also found that about three out 
of five families changing their 
places of residence relocate in 
the sam e county. 
#“ In 
the 
m ajority 
of 
such 
c |s e s , ” the board said, “ the 
move is to a m ore appropriate 
dwelling — usually in the sam e 
neighborhood — reflecting ei­ 
ther 
a 
change 
in 
family 
composition or in incom e.” 
Only about one out of every 


five families leaves its county 
but stays in the sam e state. 
Such a move often is part of 
the exodus from the central 
cities to the suburbs, the report 
said. Sometimes, however, it 
represents a move back to the 
city, the study added. 
About one out of five family 
m oves is to a different state. 
Between 1970 and 1974, roughly 
15 million Am ericans changed 
their state of residence, causing 
m ark ed shifts in population, 
according to a recent study by 
the B ureau of Census.

Kunstler Charges FBI With Hearst Harrassment

HARRISBURG, Pa. (UPI) - 
A federal agent said the FBI 
Patricia Hearst dead or 
— 
preferably 
dead, 
to an affidavit filed 
in court. 
Hie disclosure was contained 
in a 
legal 
brief filed by 
Attorney William Kunstler, who 
represents Jack Scott, former 
Oberlin College athletic director 
who is fighting a grand jury 
subpoena in the Hearst case. 
Scott’s father. John J. Scott 
of Las Vegas, Nev., said in the 
affidavit he was visited by FBI 
agent Bill Jansen July 22. He 
claimed Jansen offered money 
to the Scotts for help in “the 
delivery of the body." 
"In front of my wife I asked 
Jansen just what he meant by 
that statement," John Scott’s 
affidavit says. 


“His response was ‘We want 
the body dead or alive. We 
would rather have her full of 
bullet holes than alive because 
it would make it easier for 
everyone’.” 
The FBI and U.S. Attorney’s 
office denied the charge, which 
originally was made by the 
Scotts two weeks ago at a New 
York 
news 
conference 
and 
included in affidavits filed last 
Friday. 
U.S. District Court Judge R. 
Dixon 
Herman 
heard 
argu­ 
ments Monday from Kunstler 
and an assistant on motions to 
kill subpoenas for Scott and his 
wife Micki. He said he would 
rule later in the week 
The government’s plan to put 
a whole group of witnesses 
before a grand jury this week 
in the search for Miss Hearst 
has temporarily dissolved. 


The judge Monday delayed 
the appearance of Scott, and 
prosecutors withdrew a subpo­ 
ena for his brother, Walter. 
Now only the fugitive's mother, 
Catherine Hearst, is scheduled 
to appear. 
Walter, who was aiding the 
FBI 
in 
the 
case, 
bolted 
protective custody last week 
and said many of his public 
statements 
— 
including 
his 
comments linking his brother 
and parents to Miss Hearst — 
were not accurate. 
“You 
can 
take 
all 
these 
things into consideration and 
you can smell a ra t,” Kunstler 
said 
“There 
is 
a 
pattern 
of 
harassment here that I think is 
unparalleled in past years. Our 
affidavits show what has to be 
recognized as a totally unparal­ 
leled pattern of harassm ent.” 


Brandon 
Alvey, 
the 
US, 
attorney 
in 
charge 
of 
the 
Hearst 
investigation, 
denied 
those charges He submitted his 
own affidavit saying there was 


no wiretapping and no harass­ 
ment by FBI agents. 
“ I would never derail a grand 
jury with charges that are so 
easy to make and so difficult to 


disprove.” Alvey told Judge 
Herman. 
“They 
must come 
forth with credible evidence to 
prove the government’s affida 
vit is false."

the digital wrist watch. 
Others include watches that 
measure your pulse rate or that 
contain tiny radio transceivers 
for

receiving 
signals—weather forecasts and 
storm warnings for example. A 
paging 
beeper 
is 
a 
more 
immediate 
possibility. 
More 
remote in time is a wristwatch 
TV receiver that would make 
Dick Tracy’s wristwatch radio 
seem primitive 
Already on the market this 
year are at least two digital 
watches incorporating electron­ 
ic pocket calculators at prices 
of $500 to $800 Both makers of 
these pocket calculators say 
they 
are 
working 
on 
the 
wristwatch that will measure 
your blood pressure or pulse 
rate. 
One, Optel. Inc., of Princeton, 
N J., said such a watch might 
appear next year The other, 
Uranus Electronics, Inc., of 
Port Chester, N Y said it was 
probably farther away Speidel 
division of Textron, Inc., a 
leading maker of digitals, said 
it would not pose any great 
technological problem but Spei­ 
del said there would have to be 
a definite demand for such 
instruments before it 
would 
consider making them. 
That a blood pressure and 
pulse monitoring watch could 
be valuable to persons who 
must watch their health goes 
without saying And the paging 
beeper and the watch that picks 
up storm warnings would be 
useful. 


But the rationale for wearing 
an electronic calculator on the 
wrist instead of carrying it in a 
pocket or purse is a 
little 
harder to figure. 
Tom Struminski of Uranus 
conceded that a pocket calcula­ 
tor could be bought for $25 that 
would function as well as the 
calculator in 
Uranus’ 
$3,800 
wristwatch. Nevertheless, he 
said, Uranus sold 400 of these 
watches 
at 
the 
recent 
big 
international jewelry show in 
New York. “They are excellent 
watches and attractively de­ 
signed of fine materials," he 
said, “but let’s face it, people 
buy things like that as status 
symbols or to satisfy some 
inner craving for something 
that’s new.” 
Mitchell 
Teeman, 
a

president 
of 
Optel, 
whose 
calculator watch is priced at 
$500, agreed. He said Optel 
obtained orders for 500 of the 
watches at the big show to be 
sold in retail jewlery stores. 
“It’s all part of the age old 
craving of people for novelty 
and prestigious luxury,” he 
said. “The most expensive item 
often is the easiest to sell, at 
least 
while 
it 
retains 
the 
glamour of either novelty or 
prestige.” 


The Optel watch looks like a 
calculator with a tiny keyboard 
operated by a pencil on the 
wristband. The Uranus unit is

They are

Ford Files Suit 
On Seat Recall

DETROIT (UPI) - The Ford 
Motor Co. is challenging a new 
federal law requiring forcing it 
to recall and pay for repairs on 
more than 600,000 cars with 
allegedly defective seat backs. 
Ford said it would not comply 
with a federal order and filed 
suit — the first test case of its 
kind — in U.S. District Court in 
Washington, D C., Monday. 
The suit challenges sections 
of the National Traffic and 
Motor Vehicle Safety Aet under 
which 
the 
government 
has 
ordered recall of the 1068 and 
1969 Ford Mustangs and Mer­ 
cury Cougars. The government 


contends seat backs on the cars 
can collapse. 
Ford also notified the Nation­ 
al 
Highway 
Traffic 
Safety 
Administration 
it 
does 
not 
intend 
to comply 
with 
last 
week’s recall order. It was the 
first time NHTSA had used the 
6-month-old 
law 
to order 
a 
manufacturer to pay for re­ 
pairs. 
The firm’s chief lawyer. H R. 
Nolte Jr.. invited a government 
lawsuit to enforce the recall 
order. 
He said 
Ford 
would 
defend 
’on the grounds 
that breakage of (seat back 
bracket) pins does not result in 
an unreasonable risk of acci­ 
dent or injury and, accordingly, 


there is no safety detect. 
The government claims seat 
back bracket pins have broken 
on several cars, allowing the 
seat 
back 
to 
collapse 
and 
causing loss of control. Ford 
says there have been only 25 
reported incidents on more than 
765,000 cars and that a safety 
defect doesn't exist.

When Johnny and Suzie go back 
to school this fall, odds are 
they’ll be able to buy lunch for 
no more than they paid in the 
1974-75 academic year. 
The 
cost 
of 
buying 
and 
serving food has gone up along 
with almost everything else 
over the past year. But for 
most 
schools 
the 
increased 
costs are being cancelled out by 
a 
hike 
in 
federal 
lunch 
subsidies, says an Agriculture 
Department official. 
Gene P. Dickey, head of a 
school 
nutrition 
programs 
branch in the USDA’s Food and 
Nutrition 
Service, 
estimated 
that children who bought their 
lunches at regular prices last 
year paid an average of 40-45 
cents 
per 
meal 
in 
most 
elementary schools and 50-55 
cents in most high schools. 
Prices ranged from as tow as 
30 cents in some areas to as 
high as 75 cents 
"I don’t believe we’re going 
to see any large increases in 
prices. Some school systems 
may go up a nickel, but it will 
be very scattered because of 
the increase in federal assistan­ 
ce,” Dickey said. 
For example, current budget 
estimates indicate schools will 
get 12.8 cents in federal cash 
subsidies 
for 
each 
lunch, 
compared with 11.4 cents last 
year and 10.3 cents 4wo years 
ago. 
Dickey noted that Congress 
last year ordered the Agricul­ 
ture Department to adjust its 
subsidies to schools every six 
months 
to keep 
pace 
with 
changes in retail food prices. 
This helps the lunch system 
avoid a repetition of the sizable 
round of price hikes imposed on 
youngsters in recent years, he 
said. 
For about nine million of the 
estimated 24 million who will 
eat 
school 
lunches 
in 
the 
coming year, there will be no 
price increases at all because 
the students qualify as needy. 
Their meals are either free or 
carry a special token 20-cent 
price. Dickey said the number 
of free and token priced meals 


years, while the total number 
of children eating at school has 
about leveled off As a result, 
about 
38 
per 
cent 
of 
all 
youngsters eating school lun­ 
ches in the coming year will be 
getting free or token-priced 
meals, compared with 34 per 
cent three years ago. 
Needy children who get free 
or cut-rate meals are 
not, 
however, the only pupils whose 
meals are subsidized by fede­ 
ral, state and local taxpayers. 
Even those who pay regular 
prices will get a substantial 
subsidy under the federal lunch 
program, which dates back to 
1946 
The full cost of a typical 
elementary school lunch, for 
example, may be 72 to 75 cents, 
Dickey estimated To meet that 
cost, state and local govern­ 
ments contribute 3 to 6 cents, 
and the federal government 
chips in another 23.8 cents, 
including 12.8 cents in cash and 
ll cents worth of commodities. 
This leaves the child to pay 45 
cents,'or only about 60 per cent 
of the actual cost, even though 
he may come from a home far 
above the poverty level. 


Dickey said some schools in 
all parts of the country are 
making encouraging progress 
in what has been emerging as a 
major problem: 
a 
tendency 
among students to skip the 
standard school lunch (which 
must be carefully 
balanced 
nutritionally to meet federal 
standards) in favor of less 
nutritious quick foods. 


"Some schools are trying to 
make 
their 
service 
more 
appealing, to merchandise the 
lunch to children’s attitudes 
while still meeting nutritional 
goals. But we still have far too 
little of this. We’re all going to 
have to do more to cater to the 
desires 
of 
children 
while 
meeting their needs,” Dickey 
said.

schools around the nation will 
eat lunches under the federal

school year.
